Fr.  Baechle  Catches 
Record- Size  Batfish 

It’s  not  uncommon  to  have  bats 
in  your  belfry — lots  of  people  do, 
if  they  have  belfries;  but  to  have 
a  batfish  in  your  rectory,  and  a 
world-record-size  batfish  at  that, 
well,  that’s  a  bat  of  a  different 
species,  or  something. 

And  if  you  have  this  ugly  thing 
on  a  pedestal  for  all  to  see,  why, 
you  wouldn’t  even  need  a  belfry, 
really. 

Fr.  John  W.  Baechle,  ’30,  of  St. 
Henry,  0.,  Catholic  Church,  made 
world  history  last  spring  by 
catching  this  batfish  in  75  feet 
of  water  off  Florida’s  west  coast 
while  on  a  fishing  expedition  with 
some  40  other  people.  They  stood 
aboard  the  fishing  boat  in  com¬ 
plete  amazement  at  what  Father 
Baechle  had  landed  with  his  squid 
and  mullet  bait. 

News  of  the  unusual  catch  was 
investigated  by  the  Great  Out¬ 
doors  association,  an  organization 
of  writers,  artists,  photographers 
and  typographers  cooperatively 
discovering  wildlife  and  sports¬ 
men’s  knowledge  for  the  benefit 
of  outdoorsmen. 

GOA  discovered  Father  Bae- 
chle’s  fish,  weighing  two  pounds, 
two  ounces,  was  eight  ounces 
heavier  than  any  previously  re¬ 
ported.  Hence,  a  new  world  record 
for  shortnosed  batfish  and  a  new 
honor  for  Father  Baechle  and  St. 
Henry. 

What  Father  Baechle  did  with 
his  prize  was  to  take  it  to  a  tax¬ 
idermist  for  mounting  and  to 
place  it  on  a  pedestal  in  the  par¬ 
ish  house.  And  that’s  where  this 
story,  which  is  not  a  fish  story 
really,  began.

Dedication  of  Lay  Faculty 
Community  to  Be  Nov.  17 


Dedication  of  the  new  lay  fac¬ 
ulty  community  on  the  southern 
edge  of  the  St.  Joseph’s  College 
campus  will  take  place  Sunday, 
Nov.  17,  approximately  three 
weeks  before  the  first  three  pro¬ 
fessors  are  scheduled  to  move  in. 

The  site,  a  wooded  area  of  25 
acres  about  a  half-mile  from  the 
campus  proper,  and  the  first  three 
nearly  completed  homes  will  be 
blessed  by  the  Most  Rev.  John  J. 
Carberry,  Auxiliary  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  of  Lafayette-in-Indiana. 
A  Solemn  High  Mass  will  pre¬ 
cede  the  ceremony  and  a  dinner 
will  follow  in  the  College  cafe¬ 
teria. 

The  homes,  begun  last  spring 
after  a  year  of  preliminary  plan¬ 
ning,  are  being  financed  by  the 
College  through  the  use  of  part 
of  the  $270,000  grant  from  the 
Ford  Foundation.  In  making  its 
$210,000,000  grant  to  630  private, 
accredited  colleges  throughout  the 
nation  almost  two  years  ago,  the 
Foundation  stipulated  that  each 
institution  receiving  grants  must 
invest  the  principal  at  the  rate 
of  four  per-cent  interest  mini¬ 
mum,  with  the  interest  to  be  used 
only  to  increase  faculty  salaries. 
(After  10  years,  however,  the 
principal  may  be  applied  to  other 
needs.) 

St.  Joseph’s  has  invested  the 
principal  in  mortgages  to  its 
home-building  faculty  members, 
who  will  repay  the  College  at  the 
rate  of  4  V2  percent  interest.  Thus 
the  faculty  members  are  receiving 
a  double  benefit  from  the  Ford 
Foundation  grant — the  principal 
is  serving  to  provide  them  with 
their  own  homes  under  terms  they 
can  afford,  while  the  interest  re¬ 
ceived  from  these  faculty  mem¬ 
bers  is  being  used  to  increase 
their  salaries. 

In  order  to  enable  the  faculty 
member  to  overcome  the  first, 
and  often  prohibitive,  hurdle  in 
building  a  home,  a  down  payment 
of  only  two  percent  was  establish¬ 
ed.  This  figure  was  adopted  on 
the  idea  that,  with  the  College’s 
revised  salary  scales  (made  pos¬ 
sible  in  part  by  the  Ford  Founda¬ 
tion  grant),  a  faculty  member 
would  be  able  to  afford  reason¬ 
able  monthly  installments,  al¬ 
though  he  might  not  have  the 
large  savings  necessary  for  a 
down  payment. 

Each  teacher  participating  in 
the  plan  receives  a  99-year  lease 
on  his  plot  and  will  repay  the 
College  $10  per  year  for  the  use 
of  the  land. 

The  College  is  lending  the  home¬ 


builders  up  to  98  percent  of  the 
total  cost,  or  a  maximum  of 
$25,000,  whichever  is  less.  The 
faculty  member  has  up  to  30 
years  to  pay  off  the  mortgage. 
The  cost  of  the  homes  will  range 
from  approximately  $15,000  to 
$27,000,  and  they  will  measure 
between  1200  square  feet  and  2300 
square  feet  in  living  area.  The 
25-acre  area  has  been  laid  out 
and  the  homes  have  been  designed 
by  Frank  Fischer,  A.I.A.,  Rens¬ 
selaer  architect  whose  home  office 
is  in  Chicago. 

The  three  faculty  members  who 
will  move  into  their  new  homes 
in  December  are  Dr.  Jay  Barton 
II,  associate  professor  of  biology; 
Bernard  Qubeck,  instructor  in 
music;  and  Richard  Scharf,  as¬ 
sociate  professor  of  physical  ed¬ 
ucation.  Two  more  families  have 
already  decided  to  build  and  their 
homes  are  scheduled  to  get  under¬ 
way  this  fall. 

About  22  homes  sites  have  been 
allocated  in  the  area,  with  each 
site  occupying  approximately  one 
acre.  Three  acres  have  been  set 
aside  for  the  development  of  other 
facilities  needed  for  the  commu¬ 
nity. 

Before  the  homes  were  begun, 
the  three  initial  families  formed 
a  corporation  known  as  the  Col¬ 
lege  Community  Association,  with 
Dr.  Barton  as  its  president.  It  is 
the  responsibility  of  this  group 
to  formulate  regulations  necessary 
for  the  welfare  of  the  community, 
and  to  oversee  the  general  de¬ 
velopment  of  the  area,  which  in¬ 
cludes  such  operations  as  clearing 
and  surveying  and  the  providing 
of  such  essential  services  as 
roads,  electricity  and  a  sewer. 
Each  home  will  include  its  own 
septic  tank  and  well.  These  de¬ 
velopment  costs  will  total  appro¬ 
ximately  $650  per  site  and  will 
be  included  in  each  individual 
mortgage. 

In  the  event  of  the  departure 
of  a  resident,  the  College  has  the 
option  to  purchase  the  home  from 
the  faculty  member  at  a  price 
fair  to  both  parties,  negotiated  by 
an  independent  committee  which 
will  include  a  representative  of 
the  Association,  the  College,  and 
an  outside  businessman.  This  plan 
is  intended,  among  other  things, 
to  provide  assurance  that  the 
area  will  remain  a  community  of 
faculty  and  staff  members. 

The  month  of  November  was

of  the  launching  of  the  second 
national  advertising  campaign  on 
behalf  of  higher  education.  The

Two  Top  ICC  Contenders 
Hurdled  by  Leading  Pumas 

Since  splitting  even  against  Xavier  and  Northwest  Missouri  State, 
St.  Joseph’s  Pumas  have  been  undefeated  in  four  straight  contests, 
three  against  Indiana  Collegiate  conference  opponents. 

Coin"  into  the  Homecoming  game  against  Valparaiso,  the  Pumas 
were  holding  a  5-1  season  mark  and  a  3-0  conference  record,  placing 
the  defending  champions  in  first  place  in  the  ICC  standings.  Two  of 
those  league  wins  came  over  perhaps  the  two  most  formidable  foes 

in  the  ICC— DePauw  (7-0),  and  Butler  (34-13). _ _

Sept.  28— St.  Joseph’s  pushed 
over  a  touchdown  late  in  the  first 
quarter  and  held  on  to  defeat  a 
determined  and  vastly  improved 
DePauw  squad,  7-0,  at  Green- 
castle,  Ind.,  in  the  ICC  opener  for 
both  teams. 

Although  the  Pumas  compiled 
317  total  yards  to  DePauw’s  144, 
they  committed  five  fumbles  and 
lost  possession  on  four  of  them, 
thus  halting  any  serious  drives 
short  of  the  goal  line.  Their  only 
touchdown  came  after  a  70-yard 
march  in  12  plays,  with  Fullback 
Mike  Murphy  cracking  over  from 
the  one.  The  closest  DePauw  came 
to  a  score  was  the  St.  Joseph  11 
after  recovering  a  fumble  early 
in  the  third  quarter.  They  lost 
the  ball  on  downs. 

Once  again  Les  Klein,  sopho¬ 
more  halfback,  was  the  Pumas’ 
most  potent  offensive  threat  with 
110  yards  in  seven  carries.  With 
most  of  the  Puma  offense  con¬ 
fined  to  the  ground,  Quarterback 
Ralph  Tite  threw  only  four  passes 
and  completed  one  for  17  yards. 

PUMAS  34,  BUTLER  13 

Oct.  5— St.  Joseph’s  Pumas 
finally  hit  their  stride  in  this, 
their  fourth  game  of  the  season, 
as  they  showed  flashes  of  their 
1956  form  while  thoroughly  whip¬ 
ping  Butler,  34-13,  on  the  St. 
Joseph  field. 

Taking  a  20-0  halftime  lead  and 
building  it  to  34-0  at  the  end  of 
the  third  quarter,  the  Pumas  turn¬ 
ed  what  had  been  touted  to  be,  in 
all  probability,  the  battle  for  the 
ICC  championship,  into  a  rout. 
Their  ground  game  clicked  as  they 
ticked  off  317  yards  rushing;  they 
connected,  for  the  first  time  this 
season,  through  the  air  with  six 
completions  in  seven  attempts  for 
110  yards. 

With  Fullback  Mike  Murphy 
leading  the  attack,  the  Pumas 
pulverized  the  center  of  the  Bull¬ 
dog  line  play  after  play,  with  the 
212-pound  junior  from  Winchest¬ 
er,  Mass.,  grinding  out  137  yards 
in  22  carries,  and  three  touch¬ 
downs,  for  his  best  day  of  the 
year.  Butler,  last  season’s  ICC 
runner-up,  could  come  to  life  only 
in  the  final  quarter  against  the 
Puma  reserves,  when  Halfback 
Phil  Mercer  scampered  80  yards 
for  their  first  score.  In  the  clos¬ 
ing  moments  of  the  game  the 
Bulldogs  moved  80  yards  in  10 
plays  for  the  game’s  final  touch¬ 
down. 

Quarterback  Ralph  Tite  kept 
the  Butler  defense  honest  with 
five  completions  in  as  many  tries 
for  102  yards.  The  Pumas  picked 
up  a  total  of  427  yards  while 
Butler  amassed  209. 

In  the  first  quarter  St.  Joseph’s 
marched  55  yards  in  seven  plays, 
all  on  the  ground,  with  Murphy 
rumbling  the  last  14.  In  the  se¬ 
cond  quarter  the  Pumas,  sparked 
by  a  30-yard  Tite-to-Sherwood 
pass,  went  89  yards  in  10  plays, 
with  Fullback  Keith  Fingerhut 
bulling  over  from  nine  yards  out. 
Before  the  half  ended,  Tite  threw 
a  4'2-yard  pass  to  sophomore 
Halfback  Dick  Romo,  which  set 
up  Murphy’s  second  score,  a 
three-yard  plunge. 

The  Pumas  struck  with  their 
final  two  scores  in  the  third  quar¬ 
ter,  the  first  coming  on  a  70- 
yard  march  in  17  plays,  including 
two  completed  passes,  with  Mur¬ 
phy  going  over  from  the  seven; 
and  the  second  coming  on  a  48- 
yard  drive  in  eight  plays  with 
Tite  sneaking  over  from  the  one.

Oct.  13 — The  Pumas  went  out 
to  sample  the  football  wares  in 


the  East  on  this  weekend  and 
found  it  tough  indeed — but  noth¬ 
ing  they  couldn’t  handle.  Schedul¬ 
ing  St.  Vincent  for  the  first  time 
in  history,  St.  Joseph’s  probably 
could  not  have  picked  a  much 
tougher  representative  of  Eastern 
small  college  football,  for  the 
team  from  Latrobe,  Pa.,  entered 
the  battle  with  a  4-0  slate,  an 
impressive  offensive  record,  and 
one  of  the  best  defensive  marks 
in  collegiate  football. 

St.  Joseph’s  shattered  all  three 
of  these  possessions.  They  not 
only  bounced  St.  Vincent  from  the 
undefeated  ranks,  28-7,  but  they 
held  the  Bearcats  to  97  yards 
(-2  by  rushing)  and  piled  up  a 
total  of  368  yards  themselves. 

What  kind  of  impression  did 
the  Pumas  leave  on  the  East?  We 
quote  Sports  Editor  Vince  Quat- 
rini  of  the  Latrobe  Bulletin: 
“Without  question,  the  Pumas 
constituted  one  of  the  best  teams 
to  come  here  in  a  long,  longe 
while  ...  In  fact,  SVC’s  head 
coach  A1  DeLuca  was  quick  to 
opine  that  ‘this  was  one  of  the 
best-coached,  best-balanced,  and 
fastest  teams  that  my  teams  have 
met  since  I’ve  been  here  .  .  .  And 
that  includes  the  rugged  St.  Bon- 
aventure,  Scranton  University  and 
Canisius  clubs  we  used  to  play.’” 
Another  authority  unequivocally 
labeled  the  Pumas  as  “one  of  the 
greatest  teams  I  have  ever  seen.” 

But  the  victory  was  not  inex¬ 
pensive;  Fullback  Mike  Murphy 
suffered  a  severe  shoulder  separa¬ 
tion  which  will  probably  sideline 
him  for  the  rest  of  the  season. 

The  Pumas  scored  once  in  every 
quarter.  Halfback  Les  Klein  start¬ 
ed  it  off  with  a  50-yard  touch¬ 
down  run  the  first  time  he  got 
his  hands  on  the  ball.  In  the  se¬ 
cond  quarter  they  rolled  68  yards 
in  13  plays,  with  Murphy  scoring 
from  the  two.  The  next  one  came 
after  10  plays  and  66  yards,  with 
Murphy  again  blasting  over  from 
the  one,  just  shortly  before  he 
was  injured.  In  the  closing  mi¬ 
nutes  Center  Frank  Mulcahey  in¬ 
tercepted  a  pass  and  sped  43 
yards  for  the  score.  The  Bearcats 
scored  in  the  third  quarter  on  a 
64-yard  pass  play. 

Fullback  Keith  Fingerhut,  who 
has  replaced  Murphy  on  the  first 
unit,  and  Klein  paced  the  Puma 
offense  with  126  and  116  yards 
respectively. 

PUMAS  42.  INDIANA  STATE  0 

Oct.  19 — Once  again  staying 
mostly  on  the  ground,  St.  Joseph’s 
piled  up  their  greatest  total  yard¬ 
age  of  the  season  as  they  crushed 
Indiana  State  at  Terre  Haute, 
42-0. 

Led  by  Fullback  Keith  Finger¬ 
hut  and  Halfbacks  Les  Klein  and 
Norb  Daigle,  the  Pumas  amassed 
a  total  of  498  yards,  including 
448  by  rushing,  while  holding  the 
Sycamores  to  37.  Scoring  21 
points  in  each  half,  St.  Josephs 
touchdowns  read  like  this:  Ralph 
Tite  plunged  over  from  the  one, 
climaxing  a  93-yard  drive;  Fin¬ 
gerhut  cracked  over  from  the 
eight  after  an  80-yard  march; 
Daigle  scored  from  the  two  after 
setting  it  up  himself  with  a  '26- 
yard  run;  Klein  romped  over 
from  the  five  after  a  46-yard 
drive;  Daigle  went  over  from 
five  yards  out  after  a  Sycamore 
fumble;  and  Klein  traveled  14 
yards  for  the  final  score. 

After  each  touchdown.  End  Ed 
Labbe  added  the  extra  point  until 
he  wound  up  with  a  new  confer¬ 
ence  record  with  six  conversions, 
the  most  points-after-touchdowns 
ever  kicked  by  an  individual  in  a 
single  game.
